from accidents of this character. the steamers 
plying to and from this city by sea, bay and 
river, have met with a succession of accidents, 
almost without parallel] in the history of such 
unfortunate events. A short time only had 
elapsed after the destruction of a steamer on one 
of our rivers, causing a dreadful although limit- 
ed loss of life, when the long and anxiously 
looked for news of the fate of the Independence, 
reached us with its appalling details. Upon the 
heels of this disastrous news, comes that dis- 
tressing event nearer home, the destruction of 
the Jenny Lind—with its most lamentable 
consequences. Such a series of afllicting dis- 
pensations is almost without parallel. and fur- 
nishes abundant food for reflection. Their re- 
sults should-cause our active and excited com- 
munity to stop and think. The lesson is one to 
be heeded, and not forgotten upon the instant. 
in the hurry, bustle, excitement and turmoil of 
business. There is probably no community, 
short of the despotisms of other lands where hu- 
man life is rated so cheaply as in this. The 
utter disregard of danger, and recklessness of 
life among us has become proverbial. Weigh® 
ed in the seale as against wealth. place, power 
and distinction. human existence is here regard- 
ed as nothing. This should not be so. is 
time that this spirit of recklessness should be 
checked in its mad career, and the recent fearful 
exatnples brought home to our doors should in- 
duce all to pause and retlect. Wealth, place 
and power are not alone the goal of man’s am- 
bition. 

—~ Imaddition to the moral foree of these fearful 
examples, and the depth of misery aad wretch- 
edness they have occasioned, it is due to the 
community ,—to strict justice.to public safety, and 
to all parties directly or indirectly concemed, 
that the causes which led to these disasters, 
should be fully and thoroughly investigated and 
the results made known to the public. Let these 
investigations be conducted with striet impar- 
tiality, — without fear or favor. — not er-parte in 
their nature, but meting out equal and exact 

justice toall. Let the investigations be thorough 
and complete, and let it be known where the 
fault exists. The interests of the community.— 
everything, demands and should obtain this. We 
are charitably enough disposed, not to attribute 
this fearful succession of calamities to gross 
carelessness or neglect, but that there is a fault. 
a want of proper caution somewhere. no unpre- 
judiced party can for « moment deny. Ina 
community involving so much of travel as ours, 
no. want of proper care and caution should be 
tolerated. The public should look to their in- 
terests and safety, and all who tamper and trifle 
with the sacrednéss of human life through mer- 
cenapy motives should be held up as examples. 
and should be branded with the mark of Cain. 
We repeat it— while we have no disposition to 
prejudge, or to prejudice the public mind in 
these cases, it is due to the public interests and 
character, that a full, fair. thorough and im- 
partial investigation of the causes that have led 
to the recent fearful destruction of human life, 
should be had, and its results laid before the 
community, that they may jidge for themselves, 
and protect themselves aceordingly. We trust 
that the press and the people will not sutler the 
matter to rest, until all the tacts involve. are 
fully developed. No party should shrink frem 
such investigation, but all, conscious of rectitude 
in the premises should court a thorough exam-

Shocking Disaster. 

One of the most distressing disasters it has ever 
been our lot to chonicle is that which oeecurred 
in this vicinity on Monday last. The appaling 
destruction of the Independence, with its frightful 
loss of lite by fire and water, had hardlyjbecome 
familiar intelligence, before our citizens were 
startlod by the news of another, if such thing 
can be, still more terrible in its details, although 
far short of it in numerical extent. The news 
which was received on Monday evening-of the 
explosion on board the Jenny Lind, on the Bay. 
within about twenty miles of Alviso, as she was 
on her way from that place to this city —and the 
appaling loss of life occasioned by it, cast a 
gloom every where over our city. 

The unfortunate vessel left San Francisco on 
Saturday, with a large number of passengers, 
bound on a pleasure excursion to San Jose, and 
started from the Embarcadero at Alviso, on her 
return, about eight o'clock Monday morning. 
There were on board according to the statement 
of the Clerk, one hundred and twenty-five pas- 
sengers, including in the number about fifteen 
women and children. The passengers were 
mostly in the cabin, and were about taking din- 
ner, when the after boiler head blew out, filling 
the surrounding space with'a dense volume of 
scalding steam, causing a frightful loss of life. 
The blowing out of the plate of the boiler-head, 
shivering to atoms the bulk-head screening the 
boiler from the cabin, filled this closely con- 
fined room with fragments of timber and scal- 
ing vaper. The scene is described by those wit- 
nesses who have survived; as being terrible and 
agonizing beyond description. A gay and joy- 
ous group,—happy families of parents and chil- | 


dren, just taking their places at a festive meal, 
were stricken down by this death-dealing mes- 
senger in an instant of time. The imagination 
sickens at the contemplation of the scene. Some 
were instantly killed, while the lives of others 
were prolonged in a few hours of lingering tor- 
ture. The unfortunate list embraces many well 
known citizens here and at San Jose. Those in 
the cabin were scalded by the steam and some 
were injured by the fragments of timber sent 
flying by the explosion.~ All fell before the 
shock—the hot vapor completely denuded the 
surface of the bodies of the victims. and its 
inhalation was as the breathing of fire. After 
the hot and hissing element had done its work 
below, it rushed up the narrow gang-way to the 
deck immediately above the cabin, where a 
large number of passenvers were congregated. 
Here the destruction was terrible. It is stated 
that the only one of this number who escaped 
was Mr. Tobin. of the firm of Tobin and Dun- 
ean of this city, who was at the time engagad in 
ialking with Mr. C. A. Shelton, the well known 
horticulturist. Feeling the shock, and knowing 
from his experience on the western rivers, the 
cause that produced it, he enveloped every por- 
tion of his body in the foids of his cloak, and 
prostrated himself upon the deck, covering his 
mouth with his hand, and holding his breath as 
long as possible. The first air he attempted to 
inhale was terribly hot. 
so with safety, a moment or two afterwards, he 
ventured to-raise his head and gaze around him, 
when the terrible scene of death and destrue- 
tion met his view. The deck was strewn with 
the dead and dying. The man with whom he 
was conversing a moment before, buoyant with 
life and health, and sanguine with expectations 
of the future, lay extended at his side in the em- 
brace of death. The eseape of Mr. Tobin under 
the circumstances, was indeed miraculous. While 
the cloak with which he was enveloped, was 
burned so that it fell to picces, he himself was 
unharmed. 


Many of the survivors of the first shock were 
rendered sightless—the surfaces of the bodies 
of many peeled otl—some who were at first able 
to walk sank down and died in an instant. Tho 
cries of wounded children were mingled with 
the dying groans of parents, and altogether the 
scene Was one too frightful for description or for 
imagination to dwell upon, As the force of the 
explosion was mainly spent upon the after part 
of the boat where it occurred, but few of those 
gon the upper deck, stationed forward at the time, 
were scalded, and those amidships escaped en- 
tirely unhurt. The great destruction as we have 
before stated, was on the after part of this por- 
tion of the boat. Several were blown overboard, 
some of whom were picked up, while others were 
unfortunately drowned. The uninjured survi- 
vors rendered every assistance in their power to 
thear unfortunate companions‘in this trying emer- 
gency. Peter Smith, well known in our mar- 
kets, after assisting those in the water, proceed- 
ed to the shore in a canoe for assistance. After 
landing he ran some distance, and was obliged 
to swim several creeks and sloughs, before he 
reached the nearest point where assistance 
could be procured,—-the store at Pulgas Ranche. 
Procuring lint oil, bandages, and other necessa- 
ries for the wounded sulierers he went on_board 
the SchdOner Milwaukie, and returned to the 
scene of the disaster. 

As soon as the news of the disaster reached 
this city, the Steamer Kate Kearney, was dis- 
patched to the relief of the sufferers, taking with 
her a number of physicians of the city, who 
volunteered their aid in thi® emergency, and 
such articles as would be needed on the ocea- 
sion. These did good service on the occasion.— 
and every aid within human reach was exten- 
ded to the unfortunate in this extremity. 

Before the Kate Kearney had arrived, the 
Steamer Union, on her way from Union city, ob- 
serving the signal of distress displayed by the 
Jenny Lind, proceeded to her assistance, and 
was met by the forraer conveying the passengers 
of the unfortunate boat to this city. 

Among the most affecting portions of this 
heart-rending occurrence, is the destruction of 
the entire family of Noah Ripley, a well known 
and universally esteemed citizen of San Fran- 
sanciseo, consisting of himself, wife and three 
interesting children. This family were all seat- 
ed together at the table near where the accident 
occurred. The children consisted of a boy and 
two girls, died first,—their parents lingering but 
a short time. after. 

The conduct of the fireman of the Jeny Lind, 
a stout stalwart specimen of manhood, exhibits 
a degree of heroism and fortitude which cannot 
but excite the admiration of all. Mortally wound- 
by the escaped steam and a recoiling fragment 
ed of the bulk-head, he said to those who came to 
his assistance, *- Leave me and go to some one 
who you can do some good,—I am a dead man,” 
soon after which this brave and noble-hearted 
man expired. 

An affecting incident is related of a poor seal- 
ded dog, that ran howling about the wreck until 
he found his master, upon he laid down, and 
could with difficulty be forced away.

The suecess of such an organization for the 
benifit of the poor. which | deseribed in my last, 
depends, mainly, on the tact and fidelity of the 
visitors; and that you may see the spirit of the 
enterprise, | will add a few gleanings from their 
instructions. 

Withhold all relief from unknown persons.— 
Always visit those for whom your services are 
required before granting aid. Discriminate care- 
fully between three classes, First. Those who 
have been reduced to indigence by unavoid- 
sable causes. The most etfectual encouragement 
for this class, is not alms chiefly, but sympathiz- 
ing counsel re-enkindling hope, and that ex- 
pression of respect for character which such in- 
dividuals never fail to appreciate. Second. Those 
who have become mendicants through their own 
improvidence and vices. Never grant aid to 
this class of a kind or to a degree that will make 
dependence on charity preferable to a life of la- 
bor. The rule is, that the «wilingly «dependent 
on alms should not live so comfortably with 
them, as the humblest independent laborer with- 
outthem. Alms should be withheld from the 
drunkard, and from the family of the drunkard, 
save to relieve urgent necessity. Third. Those 
who are able but unwilling to work, and are va- 
grants and paupers by profession. Enforce here 
the Seriptiral rule, “This we command you. 
that if any will not Work, neither shall he eat.” 
Another general direction is, where there are re- 
lations of the indigent who are able to provide 
for them, alms should not be given so as to in- 
terfere with the duties of such relatives. En- 
deavor to win the respect and contidence of the 
poor. Encourage the attendance of their chil- 
dren on public and Sunday schools—urge the 
importance of religiously observing the Sabbath, 
attending worship, and reading the scriptures.— 
Use every exertion to advance the cause of tem- 
perance. Encourage habits of cleanliness. The 
visitor can order only the following articles. For 
those in health; Indian meal, flour, rice, pota- 
toes, beans, peas, salt pork, dried fish, and mo-

| lasses; For those in sickness; the additional 


articles of bread, tea, sugar, and fresh animal 
food. When other assistance is needed appli- 
cation must be made to the General Agent.

I do not say that drinking water was 
the cause of this, but it serves to ee 
that abstinance from intoxicating drinks 
is perfectly compatible with the posses- 
sion of great bodily powers.— Bucking- 
haw’s Lectures. 

Increased Average ion of Life. 

Professor Buchanan, in an interesting 
lecture before the Mechanics’ Institute 
of Cincinnati, makes the following ob- 
servations upon the average duration of 
life, the effect in part of medical science. 
He says that in the latter part of the 
sixteenth century one-half of all that 
were born died under five years of age, 
and average longevity of the whole popu- 
lation was but eighteen years. In the 
17th century one-half of the population 
died under twelve. But in the first sixty 
years of the Ith century one half of the 
population lived over twenty-seven years. 
In the latter forty years one-half exceed- 
ed thirty-two years of age. At the be- 
ginning of the present century one-half 
exceeded forty>years, and from 183% to 
1845 one-half exceeded forty-three. The 
average longevity of these successive 
periods has been increased from eighteen 
years in the 16th century to 44-7 by our 
last reports. ‘These facts are derived 
from the medical statistics of Geneva. 
Applied to this country, such_an im- 
provement as is here exhibited from 1500 
to IS45, wouid make a variation in our 
bills of mortality of more than half a 
million or fifteen hundred deaths daily. 


FUN-LOVING ANIMALS. : 


An interesting work on the “ Passions 
of Animals” has the following concern- 
ing their fun-loving propensities ; 

Simall birds chase each other about in 
play; but perhaps the conduct of the 
crane and the trumpeter is the most ex- 
traordinary. ‘The latter stands on one 
leg, hops about in the most eccentric 
manner, and throws somersets. ‘The 
Americans call it the mad bird on ac- 
count of these singularities. ‘The crane 
expands its wings, runs round in circles, 
leaps, and throwing little stones and 
pieces of wood in the air, endeavors to 
catch them again, and pretends to avoid 
them, as if afraid. Water-birds, such 
as ducks and geese, dive after each other 
and cleave the surface of the water, with 
outstretched neck and _flapping wings, 
throwing an abundant spray around.— 
Deer often engage in a sham battle, or 
a trial of strength by twisting their 
horns together and pushing for the mas- 
tery. All animals that pretend violence 
Mi their play stop short of exercising it; 
the dog takes the greatest precaution 
not to injure by his bite; and the ourang- 
outang, -in wrestling with his keeper, 
pretends to throw him and makes feint 
of bitting him. Some animals carry 
out in their play the semblance of catch- 
ing their prey; young cats, for instance, 
leap after every small and moving ob- 
ject, even to the leaves strewn by the 
autumn wind; they crouch and steal 
forward, ready for the spring, the bod 
quivering, and the tail vibrating with 
emotion. ‘They bound on the moving 
leaf, and again spring forward to an- 
other. Benger saw young jaguars and 
cougars playing with round substances, 
like kittens. Young lambs collect to- 
gether on little hillocks and eminences 
in their pastures, racing and sporting 
with each other in the most interesting 
manner. Birds of the pie kind are the 
analogues of monkeys, full of mischief, 
play, and mimicry. There is a story told 
of a tame magpie, that was seen busily 
engaged in a garden gathering pebbles, 
and with much solemnity and studied 
air burying them ina hole about eigh- 
teen inches deep, made to receive a post.

Training Steers. 

The following mode ef transforming 
the wild and unmanageable steer, into 
the gentle and well trained ox, is both 
reasonable and instructive, and we would 
recommend it to our readers who may 
have young cattle to break. 

The first point is to make them tame 
and gentle. This may be accomplished 
by feeding them out of the hand, and 
carding them daily. They should be 
approached gently, without yelling at 
them until they are frightened out’ of 
their wits. After having reducéd them 
to a state of perfect docility, a 


yoke should be procured, suitable to their 


~ 


. 


size and strength. A small pen is nec- 
to put on the yoke; approach 
gently with the yoke patting and speak- 
ing gently to them until you have the 
yoke on the off steer; then let an assist- 
ant drive the other under the yoke.— 
Their tails should then be securely fast- 
ened, to prevent their getting the habit 
of turning the yoke. ‘They should be 
yoked in the mornihg, and unkoked at 
night—in this manner, for several days, 
until they become accustomed to the yoke 
The first to teach them is, to stop at 
the word of command. ‘This may be 
done by striking them across the face, 
the blows should be repeated until they 
stop, and then discontinue ; by striking 
them for every non-observance of the 
word of command, they will soon learn 
that by stopping they will avoid it, and 
will act accordingly. ‘They may be 
taught then to “gee” and “haw,” by 
gently pushing them around. Backing 


empty cart on a side-hill; then ona lev- 
el; then with an increasing load until 
they will back nearly the same load they 
will draw. ‘They should never be put 
toa load that they cannot readily draw, 
or drilled by prolonged exercise beyond 
the period when it becomes irksome.—

and intelligible,yet low and gentle words, 
are all that is necessary to guide a well 
trained ox. ‘The ox understands a mod- 
erate tone more perfectly than @ boister- 
ous one, as all sounds become indistinct 
as. they increase. A commands should 
never be given unless enforced. Many 
bear with bad tricks for a long time, 
Without even an expression intelligible to 
them—but when patience departs, a 
thorough storm of blows is poured upon 
them. This is the way to ruin any 
beast ; asingle blow should be given for 
each offence.
